1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1, the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is due to arguments by the 
applicants on page 4, 1^ paragraph, in regards to the limitation of a signal generator 
means. The applicant states: "By comparison, in patent '388, the test signals are not 
shifted in time from one chip holding subassembly to another. Instead in patent *388, all 
of the chip holding subassemblies are sent the same test signals at the same time. This 
occurs in patent '388 because there, all of the chip holding subasso-nlies are moved from 
the "open" position to the "closed" position (which is where the chips are tested) at the 
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same time." Since claims 2-12 depend from claim 1, they also have allowable subject 
matter.
